The city is still without the prospect of obtaining a sewerage system, 
but it is gratifying to note a more rigid enforcement of the city laws 
requiring householders to keep their premises clean. 

Rigid quarantine is still maintained at this port against all Mexican 
and Central American ports. 

No quarantinable disease has appeared at this port during this month.
